BALDWIN AVERTS 
STRIKE OF MINERS 
BY GIVING SUBSIDY 


Subvention Likely To Cost 
British Government in 
Neighborhood of 10,000,- 
000 Pounds Sterling. 


London, July 31.—(@)--The gen- 
¢ral strike of British coal miners, 
which had meen scheduled to start at 
12 o'clock tonight, has been called 
off. Premier Stanley Baldwin today 
promised subvention in the mines, 
thereby enabling the owners to .con- 
tinue their existing wage agreements 
for another nine months. 

Although the government previous- 
ly had maintained to the workers that 
it was not prepared to subsidize the 
mining industry, Mr. Baldwin final- 
ly yielded in the face of the threat- 
ening industrial nightmare, involving 
a general stoppage in the coal indus- 
try, possibly a general cessation of 
railroad operation, and consequently 
the shutting down of many other in- 
dustries for lack of coal. 

Many, however, are commencing to 
count the cost and to ask where the 
policy of the government subsidizing 


industries is likely to end. 

The advocates of nationalization of 
coal mines boldly pronounce the gov- 
ernment to be on a slippery path 
seeming to lead to national control 
or to owners}" 2 

The miners are elated at what they 
regard as a great victory, and their 
elation is shared by the entire labor 
world, which hails the great solidarity 
displayed by the trade union move- 
ment in supporting the miners in the 
present situation. This is the first 
time in the history. of the labor move- 
ment in Great Britain that such an. 
effective union has been attained. 

Comment already is heard to the 
effect that England is adopting the 
“dumping” policy with regard to coal, 
which she already had deprecated in 
the case of the German government’s 
providing assistance to promote the 
export of Ruhr coal, for it is not 
concealed that the real purpose of 
subvention is to enable British coal 
to compete ad. 


Policy Debated Next Week. 

The government’s solution of the 
coal mine problem will have to run 
the gantlet of parliamentary debate 
next week. 

The treasury announcement ex- 
plains that during the period of sub- 
vention, namely, from August 10 un- 
til May 1, 1926, wages will be paid 
on the basis of the 1924 agreement, 
but that in any mont& in which wages 
paid in accordance with’ the recog- 
nized ratio of division between wages 
and profits are lower in any district 
than wages payable at the minimum 
percentage under the agreement, the 
deficiency will be provided by_ the 
chancellory of the exchequer. It is 
further stipulated that in any month 
in which the estimated average profit 
of any distriet in which subvention is 
payable should exceed 15 pence per 
ton, the excess will be used in the re- 
duction of the amount of the sub- 
vention. 


Will Cost $50,000,000. 

Unofficially it is estimated the cost 
to the country will be in the neigh- 
borhood of 10,000,000 pounds sterling. 

In the present serious condition of 
the national: finances and with the 
country constantly demanding allevia- 
tion in taxation, this will be an im- 
portant item in the budget. Some 
surprise is expressed at the length 
of time over which the government 
purposes to pay the subvention. 

Last year 60 per cent of the coal 
|taken out of the mines in Great 
Britain was brought up at a loss, and 
the situation now is said to be worse. 

The mine owners have hotly re- 
sented the report of the recent in- 


quiry court, which expresses the view 


that there was room for improvement 
in the economic and efficient rking 
of mines; but it is generally agreed 
that, if any effective remedy for pres- 
ent conditions is to be found, the royal 
commission will need to recommend 
some drastic measures.

Swampscott, Mass., July 31.—(/)— 
A tax plan proposing a reduction of 
the maximum surtax rates trom 40 to 
15 per cent, slashes in the normal in- 
come rate, and abolition of the in- 
heritance, gift and miscellaneous 
taxes, was laid before President Cool- 
idge today by Chairman Madden, of 
the house appropriations committee. 

Giving the executive his opigion as 
to what further economy could be ef- 
fected in governmental appropriations 


‘so as to make an appreciable reduction 


of taxes possible, the committee chair- 
man predicted a surplus for this fis- 
cal yeat of $370,000,000. Of this 
amount he held $350,000,000 should 
be absorbed by lowering tax rates 
and $20,000,000 applied to a public 
building program. 

The president received Mr. Mad- 
den’s suggestions with interest, pay- 
ing particular attention to his dis- 
cussion of the nation’s finances, and 
the probable drain on the treasury 
during the next 12 months. 

Coolidge Holding Mind Open. 

Later it was stated at the summer 
white house’ that while the president 
welcomed suggestions as to tax. 
changes, particularly from congres- 
sional leaders, he is holding his mind 
open on the subject until definite 
treasury figures showing how great a 
reduction is feasible are available. 

While Mr. Coolidge feels that it 
properly is his function and that of 
the treasury to submit their recom- 
mendations to congress, he is deter- 
mined that the actual formulation ot 
& program must be left to the house 
ways and means committee, which 
has been called. Pigs. alae f 
October. Before then accurate treas- 
ury data will be available and it was 
indicated today that the ideas of the 
president and ‘treasury would be in 
rather definite shape. 

Mr. Madden proposed a tax reduc- 
tion program, including elimination of 
estate and gift taxes, a cut-in the 
normal and surtax rates to make the 
combined rate 20 per cent, and ‘the 
elimination of state and gift taxes. 

Under this scheme, the normal rate 
would be cut from 2 to 1 per cent on 
incomes under $5,000, from 4 to 3 per 
cent on incomes between $5,000 and 
$8,000, and from 6 to 5 per cent on 
incomes over $8,000.

Pest Spreading in Arkan- 
sas, Louisiana and Mis- 
sissippi, Entomologist 
Warns Cotton Growers. |} 


Talisluh, Ta. July 31.—)— 
Spread of the cotton leaf worm, com- 
monly known as the army worm, 
which was announced by the. govern. 
ment delta laboratory here two days 
ago, appears to have been augmented 
by an invasion of moths from Cen-

Policy of Aloofness Is Not 
Effectively Promoting 
Good Will, Political In- 
stitute Is Told.

The statement of America’s foreign 
policy made by William R. Castle 
of the state department at the insti- 
tute of politics yesterday brought a 
rejoiner today from a league of na-- 
tions representative, Dr. William B.

“The absence of America from the 
league, although doubtless right from 
her point of view, is a weakening in- 
fluence upon that body’s effectiveness. 
What America expects from it is the 
administration of international jus- 
tice. But to carry this out the league 
must be strong and must not be placed 
in a position where one nation can 
say: Accept my proposal or I with- 
draw. With America in the le.gue

He knew, he 
said, of but one Italian statesman 
that would be willing to equal Mr. 
Castle in frankness in talking on for- 
ret policy. That was Signor Musso- 
ini. 

The growth of the opium scourge 
in a new sphere demands international 
action which the league of nations 
may well aid in obtaining, William E. 
Rappard, of Geneva, asserted in his 
third lecture at the institute tonight. 

After pointing to the evils of opium 
eating in India and opium smoking 
in the far east, Dr. Rappard said: 

“The derivatives of opium and of 
the cocoa leaf, chiefly morphine, hero- 
in and cocaine, have given rise to 
what might be called a universal mor- 
tal disease from which, in this morbid 
post-war world, no country and no 
social’ class can claim complete. im- 
munity. In this, its third aspect, the 
drug evil is peculiarly dangerous in 
its effects upon the minds, souls and

Who Guarded the Commoner 


Washington, July 31.—(/)—Grati- 
tude mingled with grief tonight in 
the heart of the widow of William 
Jennings Bryan. 


Just after the burial of the Com- 
moner at Arlington today, the flag 
which had draped his casket through- 
out the journey from Dayton, Tenn., 
the little town where he died, was 
brought by Kelso Rice, Chattanooga 
policeman, and placed in the arms 
of the sorrow-stricken woman. 


In tremulous tones, she thanked the 
blue-clad son of the hills, who, in the 
little southern home «and on the 
mournful journey, as well as in the 
funeral church and at the grave, kept 
vigil over the still form of the de- 
parted leader. 

“You are the representative of the 
simple people who loved my husband 
and whom my husband loved with a 
tender affection,” she said. “I wish 
to thank you for this flag and for 
your devotion to us all~in our time 
of sorrow. As a token I wish to give 


you this memorial of our gratitude.” 
- And she placed in his hands a sil- 
ver fountain pen, inscribed with the 
initials “W.-J. B.,” the pen the Com- 
moner had used for many months and 
up to the hour of his death. With 
it on last Sunday afternoon he had 
written messages of love to two asso- 
ciates in his last great fight, A. T. 
Stewart, attorney general in the 
Seopes prosecution, and Judge John 
T. Raulston. who presided. 

As another testimony to her grati-, 
tude, Mrs. Bryan arranged for the 
young policeman and her chauffeur, 
William H. McCartney, to make a 
tour of Washington tomorrow as her 
guests. It was McCartney who first 
looked -upon the Commoner in his 
eternal sleep, and it is he who takes 
the widowed invaJid in his arms like 
a child and carries her from her 
rolling chair to her carriage. In his 
powerful arms she was brought into 
the entranee of the church today. and 
taken back to her motor car again 
after the serviccs.

A dangerous dye is the coaltar or 
anilin derivative 
lendiamin, which is rapid in effect, 
both as a dye and as a systemic 
poison; the poisoning being produced 
by inhalation of the paraphenylen- 
diamin. e 

Indeed, any possible poisonous ef- 
fects from lead in hair dye must be 
produced either by inhalation of the 
volatilized lead or by absorption 
through apy breaks of the skin. No 
chance of absorbing any such poison 
through the unbroken skin or the nor- 
mal scalp or through the hair. 

Many persons are susceptible to the 
vegetable dyes, suffering more or less 
dermatitis after an application, some- 
times so severely that their eyelids 
puff up and a rash spreads over the 
forehead and down the neck. ‘That -is 
hard luck, but nothing to worry about.

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U.S. SHIPS UPHELD 


Washington, July 31.—(/)—The 
right of the shipping board to sell 
200 vessels to Henry Ford for scrap- 
ping was upheld today by Attorney 
General Sargent. 


In an: opinion requested by the 
board at the suggestions of Commis- 
sioners Benson and Thompson, who 
had questioned the legal authority for 
disposing of the vessels for destruc- 
tion, the attorney gereral said the sale 
was arranged under the discretionary 
authority of the board as defined in 
the merchant marine act, which gave 
it the right to make sales “on such 
conditions as the board may pre- 
scribe.” 

“The law,” he said, “authorized the 
board to fix the conditions of the sale 
as it has fixed them, and to make the 
sale under the terms proposed.” 

The attorney general recalled that 4 
subcommittee of departmental experts 
on a committee appointed by Presi- 
dent Coolidge last year had declared 
that the 521 out of the fleet,of 1,180 
government vessels were surplus, in 
that they were not necessary for the 
national defense nor needed for com- 
mercial purposes.

a fight of over an hour the amend- 
ment was approved. A second item ap- 
propriating $2,100 annually as salary 
for the clerk to the chief oil inspector 
was also eliminated on amendment of 
the Warren county member. 


Representative Wilhoit, speaking of 
his amendments, declared that the sys- 
tem of oil inspection in vogue in Geor- 
gia is obsolete and of no protective 
value. However, he declared, he 
“didn’t blame J. J. Brown.” 

“T have nothing against Mr. Brown; 
in fact, I am a friend and admirer 
of his,” he said, adding that blame for 
creation of the alleged “political ma- 
chine” built through the oil inspector 
appointments which Commissioner 
Brown is compelled to make, lies with 
the legislature whch passed the laws 
requiring this oil inspecton force. 

“It is up to the legislature to ahol- 
ish it,” he added. 

Barrett Opposed Amendments. 


Chairman Barrett opposed’ the 
amendment, not, he said, because he 
was either defending or attacking the 
oil inspection department but simply 
because the general appropriations 
bill was not the proper method. If 
the oil inspection law is faulty, it 
should be amended or repealed by spe- 
cial enactment, he said, but he argued 
that while that law remained on the 
books legislators were bound under 
their oaths to support the law and to 
write the appropriations for these sal- 
aries in the general appropriatiotks bill 
as the oil inspection law directs. 

Representative Mann, of Glynn, 
supporting the Wilhoit amendment, 
said he knew nothing of the techni- 
ealities of law but declared the gaso- 
line inspection law is antiquated, He 
added that “legal technicalities have 
blocked all earlier attempts to remedy 
it, and it is time for us to start on 
this job somewhere.” 

Mr. Mann said that the present oil 
inspection system was bringing into 
the state treasury a total of $598,000, 
while it was costing $135,000 to make 
the inspection, representing a_ total 
of $733,000 collected from gasoline and 
kerosene distributors for inspection. 

He averred that the $135,000 in- 
spection cost was a complete waste, 
asserting that it was paid for “a 
farcical pretense of inspection.” 

Urges Substitute Law. 

Representative Hamilton, of Floyd, 
urged the members to cut off all gaso- 
line inspection in the state, but recom- 
mended that they leave the present 
law and the appropriations to carry 
it out as they are until they could 
adopt other inspection laws, if* any 
wer fcund better. 

“Enact a law giving up the distilla- 
tion test if you wish,” said the Floyd 
member, “but don’t tear down what 
we already have unless you have first 
given us a protective measure in its 
place.” 

Representative Milner, of Dodge, 
delivered a satirical speech in which 
he likened Commissioner Brown to 
“King John” and the oil inspectors to 
“the barons of ancient England.” He 
declared that the present legislature 
was enacting the role of the common 
people of England who overthrew the 
tyranny kings. 

Representative Hopkins, of Thom- 
as, introduced an amendment to re- 
duce the appropriation for mainte- 
nance of the department of hortcul- 
ture, pomology and the board of en- 
tomology from $70,000 to $50,000 an- 
nually, but after extended debate this 
amendment was lost and the $70,000 
item adopted. 

Experiment Station Item, 

A clash developed over an amend- 
ment to an $8,000 appropriation to 
the Georgia Experiment station, at 
Griffin. Representative Boswell, of 
Greene, introduced a resolution to re- 
duce this to $800. sayiny that it had 
been made $8,000 by error several 
years ago. 

Chairman Barrett read from the 
law affecting this institution, which 
calls only for appropriations for ac- 
tual expenses of the directors and 
said this would amount to about $800 
per year. Any other appropriation, 
he said, would be illegal. 

It was pointed out that the federal 
government maintains this station 
and that the federal appropriatien is 
doubled this year to a total of $60,000, 
and will be increased $10,000 per year 
until $90,000 is reached. 

Representative Wood, of Spalding, 
introduced an amendment to increase 
the appropriation to $10,000 per year, 
and said he had been told that Repre- 
sentative Culpepper, of Fayette, had 
Said he would defeat this item because 
the Spalding representative — and 
voted for an increase of $5, to a 
negro school at Forsyth. The Spald- 
ing member’s amendment was voted 
down. 

Substitute Introduced. 

Representative Lanier, of Colum- 
bia, then introduced a substitute for 
the Boswell amendment, also elimi- 
nating several words from the item 
in order to make it legal. 
to pass this amendment, however, 
failed when it was found impossible to 
secure a quorum for the_ vote, al- 
though the show of hands for the 
amendment was many times larger 
than the show of hands against it.
